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IMPPESSIONS 


Dr. Walter R. Hadwen, of Gloucester, 
went to America on a lecturing tour in 
1921, and his impressions of the scenery, 
cities and manners of the States were 
contributed in the form of articles to the 
Gloucester Citizen. ‘These articles are now 
reproduced in book form, and they stand 
the of their more dignified ensemble 
very well, indeed. We ‘have read many 
travellers’ books about the United States, 
and we think that Dr. Hadwen’s can hold 
its own with any of them. It helps the 
reader to grasp certain salient aspects of 
American life. For example, Dr. Hadwen 
dwells upon the openness of everything 
in the States. Private houses are, as -a 
rule, without any railings, walls or gates. 
‘Beautifully kept green lawns and 
of flowers slope right dawn to the road or 
There is not even a dividing rail 
between the gardens. You may find the 
most luxurious flowers growing right at 
the edge of the pavement or side-walk, 
which is usually set in concrete between 
beds of grass and flowers, and everything 
is open right up to the house. ' 

This custom Dr. Hadwen found to pre- 
vail in the entire area twenty~-or thirty 
miles out from New York. He found it 
in California, where palm trees. and 
orange trees laden with fruit, growing in 
front of private houses, were all quite 
open to the highway. The remarkable 
immunity of flowers and fruits from de- 
predation under this system of openness 
and confidence in public honour is a 
testimony to its moral advantages. Again, 
Dr. Hadwen was struck by the constant 
effort after magnificence in the public 
buildings and after silvan beauty in the 
suburbs of the towns, and by the number 
of parks and open . spaces. Americans 
have in this respect, of course, a great 
advantage over the peoples of older coun- 
tries. Their cities can be planned and 
laid out ahead of a growing population, 
and they have few vested interests to im- 
pede them. 

For the American 
has unstinted admiration. “She is a 
curious combination of all that is virile 
and entertaining. She seems to be ready 
for any emergency, can turn from the 
wash-tulb or the cooking stove to the plat- 
form or a drawing-room reception at five 
minutes’ notice. She is well educated: 
she has usually travelled. She enjoys a 
freedom in America that is denied 
women elsewhere, and consequently she 
has confidence in herself.” American 
women housekeepers have solved the 
servant problem by doing without the 
servant. Some of them employ a man 
once a week, who drives up in his auto- 
mobile, brings his electric carpet-sweeper 
with him, and in a few hours hak cleaned 
and tidied every room in the house. Not 
a few householders have given up their 
houses and betaken themselves to hotels 
or flats served by the landlady. Every 
kind of labour-saving device is in use, 
and to such an extent are American 
women doing their own household work 
that only six per cent. of the population 
now keep servants.

EASTERN-RELIGIONS. 

“Tiving Religions of the East’’ is the 
latest addition to Messrs. Duckworth's 
valuable “Studies in Theology.” ro 
those who take pleasure in comparing the 
leading religions of mankind it should 
be a book of absorbing interest. Man is 
essentially religious, but the religious 
instinct has expressed itself in a consider- 
able variety of forms. Christianity 1s 
only one among many religions. Itsell 
Eastern in origin, and -even in content— 
a fact sometimes forgotten by Westerns 
it claims to be the true and final religion 
and thereby passes judgment on the 
other great ethnic religions. Intelligent 
Christians, however, do not now hold to 
the view that heathen religions are wholly 
false so rigorously as those of an earlier 
generation. They are now disposed to agree 
that under their own forms of worship 
everywhere men may be true seekers after 
God. They read St. Peter’s memorable 
concession—“ God is no respecter of 
ersons; but in every nation he that 
levak Him, and worketh righteousness, 
is acceptable to Him’’—and consent 
thereto. They recognise that the religions 
of the East are “ living’’ religions, potent 
for good as well as for evil. 

Dr. Cave, who knows India intimately, 
says that “it is impossible for him ever 
to forget that Islam and Buddhism are 
living religions, which are still able to 
retain the allegiance of many modern 
men,’’ and he has sought to deal with 
them, “ not as subjects for antiquarian re- 
search, but as spiritual forces still opera- 
tive in the world to-day.’’ The adherents 
of Hinduism, Zoroastrianism, Buddhism, 
Confucianism, Shintéism, and Islam num- 
ber countless millions, among whom must 
be very many earnest and devout souls 
who have “ felt the spirit of the Highest.”’ 
Christians must be charitable and sym- 
pathetic in their attitude towards these 
great religions, and willing to find im 
them points of contact with the Christian 
Faith. They can do this, and yet hold 
to their claim that the religion taught by 
Jesus is a unique revelation of God to 
men, and incomparably superior to all 
other religions in moral beauty and in 
power to redeem the human soul. 

These other religions, however charit- 
ably we may judge them, are bound up 
with superstition, with childish and im- 
moral practices, with demon worship, 
with cruelties to an extent that swamps 
the worthier element in them, and their 
vision of a world beyond the grave is dark 
and cheerless. This book does not deal 
with the relation between Christianity 
and the other great religions, or with the 
question whether they have any contribu- 
tion of value to make to the 
the West. That question has received 
‘separate treatment. in another book by

COMPARATIVE HISTORY. 

The only interest that this book can 
have for an ordinary reader consists in the 
sixteen photographs of royalties which ‘t 
contains, Indeed, it can hardly be de- 
scribed as a book at all; for it is merely 
a list of more less important events 
which happened during the years 1878- 
1914. A specialist, writing a history cf 
that period, might make these dry bones 
live again. However, the. following is 
part of the preface by the German pub- 
lishers, and it can speak for itself :— 
“This ‘Comparative History’ was com- 
oe by His Majesty the Emperor 
Vilham IT. in 1919, and completed from 
original documents subsequently available 
to him. Originally intended for the Em- 
perors personal use, it was printed in 
1920 in manuscript and communicated to 
a few intimate friends . The idea 
which ingpired the Emperor in compiling 
these tables was to furnish a comprehen- 
sive summary of absolutely historic facts, 
which would enable the reader to form his 
own judgment on the political develop- 
ment of the world situation sinee the 
Berlin Congress of 1878 and on the 
history of the period preceding the Great 
War.’ 

This extract is sufficient to show that 
only to persons who have devoted years 
of study to modern European history will 
this compilation be of practical value. 
Reading these papers casually, however, 
the ingelligent student will trace the 
trail of the serpent over them all. The 
Emperor has lost no opportunity of trying 
to prove that King Edward not a 
maker of peace, but quite the opposite 
To discuss this point of view would re- 
quire not a short notice, but many 
columns of space.

ah Ps The Postal ‘Strike, : 


It is hinted that.when the present strike 
is settled the Postal Department of 
Southern Ireland may be compelled to 
reduce the nuaber of its servants. In 
Great Britain. the Post Office staffs. have 
been increased during the last six months. 
The Postmaster-General told the Pro- 
visional Parliament yesterday that he 
anticipated a Joss of more than £1,000,900 
on the working of his department in the 
present year. For the six months ended 
on September 2nd the postal revenue of 
Great Britain showed an increase of 
£4,050,000 as compared with the corre- 
sponding period of 1921. The increase is 
the difference between £22,550,000 and 
£18,500,000. In the first place, expenses 
were reduced’ by the wages “cuts ' which 
all the staffs accepted. In the next place, a 
large and immediate increase of postal 
business was produced by the decreased 
rates for inland letters and postcards. In 
Great Britain—and in Northern Ireland— 
the three-halfpenny letter stimulates trade 
and enriches the State. In Southern Ire- 
land the twopenny letter is a tax on trade 
and fails to protect the Post Office against 
an alarming deficit. One of the

We believe, as we 
said when the. strike began, that the 
strikers are in the wrong; but we do not 
wish, in this grave crisis of the nation’s 
affairs, tc say a word that would embitter 
public or private feeling. The Govern- 
ment cannot yield in the situation which 
has been forced upon it. Nevertheless, 
both Government and strikers ought to 
welcome any proposal which, while <afe- 
guarding to the full the Government’: 
authority and the country’s interests. 
would ensure the closest and most sympa- 
thetic consideration of the workers’ case. 
Their essential argument is the increased 
cost of living. The postal servants of 
Great Britain and Northern freland have 
accepted a “cut ” based on an 85 per cent. 
increase in the cast of living since 1914. 
The postal; servants..of. Southern Ireland 
refused to accept a ““eut”* based on a 90 
per cent. increase in the’ cost of living, 
although the Government is ready to intro- 
duce the “cut” by instalments. 

The Government cannot withdraw the

The Entente. 


The warning which M. André Tardieu 
has given to the French people comes at a 
very opportune moment. M. Tardieu is 
one of France's ablest politicians, and 
although to a certain extent he shared the 
eclipse of his master, M, Clemenceau, his 
influence among the people who matter is 


breach with Britain would destroy the 
whole balance of European polity, and 
that France would be the principal 
sufferer. The clouds of war are gathering 
quickly in the Near East. If France 
supports the Turkish demands for 
the Straits, she will break with 
Britain, and a new Balkan war will 
become inevitable. Our London Corre- 
spondent tells us that the French Govern- 
ment has given M. Poincaré carte blanche 
to deal with the situation. His attitude 
towards British policy. during recent 
months does not encourage optimism ; but 
the peril of disagreement is so enormous 
that the French Premier is likely to 
think twice before he commits his country 
to a line of action which must lead in the 
long run to her own downfall. Mr. Lloyd 
George probably will go to Geneva in the 
course of next week, and may break his 
journey at Paris in order to discuss 
the situation with M. Poincaré. The 
enemies of Britain throughout the world, 
and they are many, will spare themselves 
no pains to bring about a rupture between 
the Allies. If they succeed, Europe will 
enter upon another era of strife and de- 
struction. The remnants of our civilisa- 
tion which were salved from the wreckaye 
of the last war will go by the board for 
ever, and the hour of Lenin’s triumph will 
arrive. 


English Farmers. 


Ireland is not the only country in which 
farmers have their troubles.. According to 
the London Press the English farmer is 
in a very parlous way. In 1920 the 
number of farmers who went into bank- 
ruptcy was forty-four. In the second half 
of 1921 it had risen to 171, and this year 
already 135 receiving orders have been 
issued. The cause of this acute depres- 
sion in agriculture is those 
economic riddles which 
plained.

As a result of the meeting of the Fre» 
Cabinet to-day it may be presumed that 
the meeting here to-morrow will be 
possession of the French view on | 
situation. It is understood that t! 
French Government gave M. Poincare 
free hand. France is to support an im 
mediate peace in the Near East, and th 
rather mysterious utterance may, perhap: 
be read as a hopeful sign that the French 
will co-operate with us in helping to pre 
vent further fighting or attacks on the 
Dardanelles. It is also related that \! 
Poincaré gave secret instructions to M 
Dubois, Chairman of the Reparations 
Commission. This rather looks as though 
France is preparing to make use of the 
situation, 

In the meanwhile, it is satisfactory that 
France is not supporting the Kemalists 
in their demand that the Dardanelles 
shall be given back to Turkey. Rechid 
Pasha, the representative of the Constan- 
tinople Government in Lomdon, declares 
that Turkey must also have Thrace and 
Adrianople, but this does not count for 
very much. The real power of Turkey 
at the moment lies with Kemal Pasha 
in Angora, and he cannot take action on 
the European side of the Sea of Marmora 
The Allies hold Constantinople, and the 
naval power of the Allies holds the seas

At the same time, the Allies would he 
in a very awkward position should the 
Kemalists make a sudden jump towar./s 
Europe, aided by a rising in Constant! 
nople. Arrangements to safeguard such an 
emergency, however, have been made. 
There is a sufficiency of British troops 
and ships not far away from the Turkish 
capital, and in the event of need they 
could be quickly transferred. ' 

The sudden success of the Kemalists in 
Asia Minor was bound to have a marked 
effect on the Balkans; for the nations 
there fear the domination of the Turk fa 
more than anything else. Serbia is no! 
anxious to go to war again; but in the 
event of trouble it may be regarded us 
certain that she would go to the help ot 
Rumania, if needed. Kumania fears an 
attack on the part of the Kemalists, sup- 
ported by the Russian Soviet Government, 
and, in such an event, the whole of the 
Balkan States would probably be ablaze 
fighting one against another. It seems 
to be a fact, however, that all the uneas 
ness in the Balkan States is due to t! 
expectation that Kemal Pasha intends te 
challenge Great Britain and France 
Unity between the Allies, however, wil! 
have considerable influence on Kem 
Pasha’s designs, and, happily, this now 
seems to be secured.

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SHOOTING IN DUBLIN.

ANOTHER NIGHT OF HEAVY 
FIRING. 


There was a renewal of heavy fÁing in Dublin 
last night and eariy this morning, and it ap- 
peared as if another attack was being made on 
the national post which were under fire on 
Wednesday night. : 

The fing commenced at 11.3, and ten 
minutes later 1t had become very heavy. Loud 
explosions such as are caused by bombs were 
heard, with rifle, revolver, and machine gun 
firing. As on the previous night, the shooting 
apparently was carried on in various parts of 
the city. With brief intervals, the shooting 
was maintained for nearly an hour, and in one 
locality it was learned that the few pédes- 
trians on the street had to take sheler for 
tweniy minutes before venturing to continue on 
their way.

He asked if, before this 
strike was precipitated, the Government re- 
ferred the question of wages to the Commission 
of hen. spot That would have been a reasonable 
attitude to take up, but it had not been done, 
nor had anything been done which should have 
been to prevent this strike. The Minister for 
Agriculture said that this strike had other 
motives behind it. In his humble opinion there 
was no justification for that statement. The 
Minister had taken up an attitude which he 
could only describe as a “ die-hard” attitude. 
People who had made statements of that sort 
before had had to withdraw them. They had been 
made in other Parliaments, and had been with- 
drawn, and he thought it would be so there. 

Alderman Byrne said that forms were sent 
down to places in the West of Ireland asking 
for particulars of pav and cost of living, in- 
cluding the rents. In some villages cottages 
were occupied at a shilling and two shillings 
a week, and these figures were thrown in with 
figures of 12s. 6d. and 15s. a week and divided by 
some imaginary figure to get, the averages 
which the Government produced.

POSTMASTER-GENERAL. 


The Postmaster-General said that in reference 
lo the suggestion that the Commission was not 
consulted before the precipitation of this strike, 
the Commission was, in fact, consulted in re- 
gard to its interpretation of the words "agreed 
on.” It was well that the House should know 
that at least one member of 
mission -was in a position to give an 
opmion as to what was in his mind 
regarding these words. The Chairman and 
Mr. Friel, having read the report of the Com- 
mittee on the cost of living, had expressed the 
opinion that it produced a: figure such as that 
Commission had in, view. Other members, not 
having read the report, did not express an 
opinion. 

Mr. Friel was satisfied that if this figure was 
to be applied by the Government to the Civil 
Service, and if it was their intention to apply 
it generally, it was his desire that it should 
be applied to the Post Office. Another point 
that he could not let pass unchallenged was 
that in the final stages «f the dispute the Com- 
mission should have been consulted. That was 
quite right. It was only right that the views 
of the Commission should have been taken in 
some respect or another. Appreciating that 
view-point, the Chairman of the Commission 
interested himself in the dispute, and made 
himself responsible for proposals on the lines 
of the Government proposals, but the Union 
e357, them.

BIG DEFICIT. 


The Postmhster-General said that he took it 
on himself to approach the Chairman of the 
Commissioners, and he took the responsibility 
of so doing. It should be borne in mind that 
the present financial year would result in a 
debt to the-taxpayers of this country of st 
least £1,500,000, while in the case of England 
and North-East Ulster a profit of at least 
£10,000,000 would be made. 

In view of this very serious Joss, when the 
proposal was made that higher wages 
should be paid in this country than 
in England, they were justified, - in fact, 
bound to examine the facts and figures with 
that application, and to satisfy themselves that 
any Variation of the existing figures must be 
based on solid grounds. They had in Dublin 
men engaged in thé simple work of sorting, for 
which they were being paid a wage of over £6 
a week prior to the application of the cut. 

It was no exaggeratién to say that much of 
this work that these men were doing was. of 
go simple a character that in certain phases of 
it a sufficient knowledge of it could be acquired 
within the brief period of three or four weeks. 

Mr, O’Connell—Do I understand from the 
Postmaster-General that there are sorters and 
telegraphists in Dublin receiving £6 a week ? 

The Postmaster-General— Yes. prior to the 
application of the cut. He had used the word 
" wages,” which included basic pay and bonus, 
and in the case of. sorting clerks in Dublin 
they were paid at their rhaximum, £6 a week, 
[t was because the Government decided to 
make the ordinary eut which fell due, and 
which @lid not reduce the wages by a very 
appreciable figure, that: the postal servants 
went on strike,

way clerks in Dublin called upon’ to do much 
more difficult work than sorting clerks were 
paid at least £70 less. The postmen in Dublin 
received in bonus and basic wages 73s. 7d. a 
week after the application of the cut, whereas 
a railway traffic porter received 50s,, a goods 
porter 53s. 7d., and a ticket checker 57a., and 
they had got to live in Dublin and meet the 
high prices’ alleged to exist, 

The cost of living figure was secured from 500 
laces in Ireland, and an average was taken. 
t should be remembered that, if houses were 
cheaper in Connemfra than in Dublin, wages 
were also lower. The Government did ‘all that 
was humanly possible to obviate the present 
trouble, but when they were faced with the 
statement that no reduction in wages would be 
tolerated the negotiations came to an end, 
He felt that the ordinary worker in the Post 
Office was not a free agent to decide whether 
a strike should or should not take place ; he 
certainly got no cppertunity of deciding the 
question by balla.

Mr. O'Higgins replied that he was aware of 
the hardship, and regretted it, but it arose not 
so much through the absence of tribunals as 
through the conditions which rendered the sit- 
tings of such tribunals impossible. The County 
Courts and the Recorders’ Courts were the only 
courts at present empowered to deal with suc 
cases. The former courts would sit as usual in 
the autumn, and the Recorder of Cork would sit 
to hear such cases. Pending reconstruction 
under the Judicial Committee, to which he had 
referred on the previous day, these courts would 
continue to deal with such cases 


LAW. COURTS. 


Mr. FiteGibbon, K.C, (Dublin University), 
asked what arrangemenis had been made to 
provide suitable accommodation for the trans- 
action of the legal and judicial business of the 
country during the approaching sittings. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that the Government was 
making wa yy age to have portion of Dublin 
Castle available for the purpose. 

Mr. O’Shannon (Louth-Meath) asked whether, 
in view of the official denial issued by the postal 
workers, the Minister for Home Affairs had. or 
had not, procured evidence to prove the charge 
of sabotage which he had made against the 
postal workers in Amiens street and Crown 


Alley. ; 

Mr. O'Higgins said that he had nothing to 
add to the information that he had given on 
the previous day with regard to the Amiens 
street office. With regard to the damage done 
to the instruments in Crown Alley, be said that 
some of the records were missing, and instru- 
ments were interfered with with the result that 
even a restricted telephone service could not be 
restored. 

Mr. O’Shannon—Does the Minister attribute 
this damage to the officjals who are on strike? 

Mr. O'Higgins— Yes; I think it is a reason. 
able assumption. These things were not lamaged 
before the staff left. Immediately after they 
left the damage was discovered. 

Mr. O’Shannon—lIf the culprits are discovered 
will he prosecute them ? 

Mr. O'Higgins replied that if they were dis- 
covered they would be prosecuted. 


CORK TELEGRAPHISTS. 


Mr, Day asked if the Postmaster-Genera] 
was aware that the loddowing members of the 
telegraphic staff, Cork—viz., Messrs. J. Barry, 
M. V¥. Downes, W. Houlihan, H. O’Mabony, and 
J. L. Buckley, were suspended from duty on 
the 26th ult. by the Officer Commanding, Cork, 
and if he would state for what reason and on 
what charge they were suspended, and whether 
they would be given an opportunity to answer 
the charges, if any, which had led te their 
suspension 
._ Mr. Walsh said that he was informed that 
the persons named were with the irregular 
forces that were in oceupation of the Post 
Office in Cork, That would be incompatible 
with their position as civil servants. An 
opportunity would be given them to meet the 
charges if required. 

Mr. Day said that his information was that 
they had nothing to do with the irregulars. 

Mr. Walsh said that it was impossible at 
this stage, in view of the strike, to say when 
they would have an opportunity of consider- 
ing the charges, but no time would be lost 
before making the investigation. 

Mr. McBride (Mayo) asked when the Post- 
master-General intended to reduce the postage 
on posteards to one halfpenny, 

Mr. Walsh replied that he regretted that it 
was not possible to reconsider the decision of 
the -Government, which had been taken after 
full consideration of all the facts, i 

Mr. McBride asked the Postmaster-General 
if he was aware that circulars connected with 
businesses in the country were being printed 
and posted in England, . 

Mr. Walsh said that he was aware of that, 
and it was unfortunate. They could not lose 
sight of the fact that the Irish Post Office was 
being run at a loss of £1,500,000 a year. 

In reply to Mr. Day, who asked whether 
the Minister for Local Government had received 
a resolution dealing with the pensions ‘of 
asylum staffs passed by the Cork Menta! Hos- 
pital Committee of Management, and what 
action, if any, he proposed to take to put the 
terms of the resolution into operation, Mr. 
Blythe said that a draft decree as to pensions 
was prepared at the last meeting of the Wail, 
but it was not possible to proceed with it. 
The Government recognised that the law as 
regards the superannuation of asylum staffs re- 
quired revision, and they would propose to 
introduce legislation on the subject as soon as 
possible. 


BUILDING SCHEMES. 


Mr. Corish (Wexford) asked if it waa ins 
tended to continue to give State aid io muni- 
cipal authorities to enable them to build 
houses for the working classes. 

Mr, Blythe replied that 
Government had provided a 
million pounds in aid of municipal housing. The 
scheme of the Ministry of Local Government 
had been taken up by 77 of the 94 urban au- 
thorities, and the proposals  includéd 1,985 
houses. There was no intention on the part of 
the Government of withdrawing the grant. On 
the other hand, they were doing everything 
possible to expedite the building of houses. 

Mr. Thos. O'Connell asked the Minister for 
Education whether he was aware of the special 
hardships which the present system of  cal- 
culating pensions would inflict on teachers who 
were due to retire during the current financial 
year; and whether, in view of al! these circum- 
stances, he wold consider the advisability of 
allowing all such teachers. who were efficient, 
to continue in the service until the lst of 
March, 192%. 

Mr. McNeill réplied that the National Educa- 
tion estimates were based on the understandin 
that teachers with fairly large salaries would 
normally retire at the age of or earlier, and 
that their ESs in the general teaching pro- 
fession would be filled by young teachers coming 
in at the lower scales of salaries. The Teachers’ 
Superannuation Fund was also based on the 
normal retirement of teachers in accordance 
with the late rules. In view of the changes 
in the administration of Irish Education, a 
number of teachers who had reached the age 
of compulsory retirement were continued beyond 
the normal time, some of them six months 
longer than they would have been retained by 
the late administration. 

This had already put a considerable strain on 
the estimates for teachers’ salaries for the 
current financial year, but the suggested con- 
tinuance of such teachers for another six motiths 
would put an abnormal! strain, not only on the 
National Education estimates for salaries, but 
on the Teachers’ Superannuation Fund. The 
retention of such teachers beyond the normal 
time raised a serious question, inasmuch as 
their continuance in the service would result in 
& very serious grievance—(l) to the number of 
younger teachers awaiting promotion; (2) to 
the number of young recently trained teachers 
who, in these circumstances, would be unable 
to obtain mar fo aa and (3) to the number of 
teachers trained in previous years, who, owi 
to their inability to obtain em nt, we 
obliged to seek service in in. Great 
Britain, with the consequent loss to this country 
of the cost of their training. 

The chan in the salaries basis, and the 
consequential changes in the rates of pensions, 
had naturally caused certain a nt anomalies, 
but the improvements recen made in the 
salaries of the teaching profession had, in the 
bulk of cases, reeuliea in giving substantial 
pensions to the teachers who: now retired nor- 
mally under the rules; and the suggestion 
that such teachers should be further retained 
did not appear to be defensible either on 
educational or other grounds.

THE COST OF LIVING. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—The commentary which the Secretary of 
the Dublin Industrial Association has been 
furnish on my letter of the llth 
) interesting and bears out 
to a certain be my contention—which is 
that we in Dublin have to deal with a particu- 
larly difficult problem in the prices charged in 
the shops. The public do not fully realise that 
they are dealing with highly organised rings or 
associations of factors and shop-keepers. The 
legality of such associations, which have for 
their objects the fixing of prices of food and 
essential. commodities, will need to be tested. 

If Mr. Walsh and the other members of the 
Government hold, and rightly hold, that no 
association has the right tó hold up the essential 
services of the nation, they must perforce agree 
that, @ fortiori, no association has fhe right to 
hold back from the public the meange of susten- 
ance. That. is what those combinations of 
traders are doing. They are putting out of the 
reach of the public—of the workers—the neces- 
saries of life; they are hindering a return to 
the normal; and they, and they principally, are 
degrading the standard of wages of the worker. 
It is real wages that the worker wants, not 
nominally large amounte of money. Miss 
Somers’s letter shows up the anti-Irish proclivi- 
ties of the Dublin shop-keepers. Not only do 
they fleece the worker, but they restrict his 
employment by the excessive prices they charge 
for Irish goods (which they never display) and 
hinder development of native industries. 

I recently read some stray volumes of the 
evidence taken at the Dadi Eireann enquiry 
into the resources of Ireland, and I distinctly 
remember the most circumstantial details of 

rice-fixing by rings in the fishing industry. 

r. Figgis was a member of that enquiry, | 
think, which gives hope that he at. least would 
know what on behind the stalls and may 
see the necessity for showing. up the disgrace. 

Miss Somers’s letter also illuminates the refer- 
ence, made in the preface to the recent cost of 
living report, to the relations between wholesale. 
and retail prices, and leads me to believe that 
the Government's own Committee stumbled on 
some facts, or “ incidentally revealed relations, 
which are being further investigated by them. 
But this ie not enough. Puble opinion shoul 
be informed, and the investigation should be 
made more open and general. It is a most vital 
point on which Capital and Labour willagree. It 
provides a point on which the Government can 
join hands with the strugghng trade unions.

The letter from Sir J. Harley Scott m your 
columns shows the way out.

TRISH RAILWAY CLERKS’ 


SALARIES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. i 

Sir,-In the statement published on behalf 
of the Government a comparison is made in 
respect of the minimum salaries paid to postal 
clerks and railway clerks. I am directed by 
my Executive to point out that the ' mintmum 
salary of per annum" at age thirty-one 
has not been accepted as satisfactory or final by 
the Irish railway clerica] staff; and that at the 
recent Irish Railway Commission Mr. W. B. 
MacMahon put forward a demand for a mini- 
mum of per annum for all clerks with 
fifteen years’ service who entered the employ- 
ment of an Irish railway company under the 
competitive examination system. He em- 
phasised the fact that the purchasing power of 
a clerk’s salary in England was greater than 
that of a clerk living in an Irish city or town, 
and that the British Board of Trade cost of 
living figures were not. applicable to this 
country. The chairman of this union, Mr. T. 
Somers, in his evidence, told the Commission 
that a junior railway clerk paid £91 per year 
for his board and lodging, while his salary was 
only £90, and that his present income was not 
sufficient to pay for the actual necessaries of 
life. ' 

The clerical] staff on Irish railways have been 
agitating for the past ten years for a scale of 
salaries consistent with their onerous duties 
and station in life, and have strongly pro- 
tested to the British Cabinet, the Irish Provi- 
sional Government, and the railway companies 
against the minimum ealary for railway clerks 
being based on the “ fodder system.” In order 
that future action on the part of Irish railway 
clerks may not be prejudiced by the state- 
ment issued by the Government, I shall be 
obliged for the publication of this letter, which 
is a copy of a communication that I have sent 
to the Minister of Industries. and Commerce.—
